of Cuba srising since Jsnusry I~ 1959 for

losses resulting from the nstionalization, expropriation,
intervention or other tsking of, or special measures
directed sgsinst, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or psrtially, directly or in-
directly st the time by nstionals of the United States°

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ mesns any property, right, or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, snd debts owed by
the Government of Cubs or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropristed, interVened, or taken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which are a charge on prop-
erty which hss been nstionslized, expropristed~ intervened~
or tsken by the Government of Cubs°
